Washington, March 21.—Members of 
congress still in Washington received 
President Witson’s call for an extra 
session April 2 with patriotic expres- 
sions and confident predictions that 
the close organization fight in the 
house would not be permitted to delay 
action on the grave questions to be 
submitted by the president, 

The senate organized and adopted 
its anti-filibuster rule during the re- 
cent extra session. House leaders say 
their contest will be settled promptly 
regardless of political results, so that 
both branches may get down to ‘busi- 
ness within a few days after they as- 
semble. 

A joint session to hear tHe address 
of the president may be held without 
waiting for the house organization. 
This course is held to be legal and 
(‘probably would serve to hasten action 
jin the house. 

No Surrender Without Fight. 

In spite of their determination to 
{bring about a quick conclusion neither 
democrats nor repwblicans intend to 
surrender without a fight. Majority 
Leader Kitchin from his home in Scot- 
land Neck, N. C., today sent out a call 
for a democratic caucus on Friday, 
March 30, at 11 a. m. Calls for repub- 
lican and so-called independent con- 
ferences are expected to follow.

Papers Are Seized and Will 

Be Translated Today. 
Pieczynski Had Big Roll 
of Money and Plenty of 
Funds in Bank. 


Walter Wanderwell Pieczynski and 
Hugo Coutandin, who represent them- 
selves as world hikers, are now under 
arrest at the police station and are 
held on direct orders of the United 
States secret service agents in this 


territory. 

Although the only charge booked 
against them up to date is that of 
“suspicion,” at police station it was 
stated early this morning that they are 
believed to be German “spies” and are 
being held pending a government in- 
vestigation. 

They arrived in Atlanta Wednesday 
and registered at the Y. M. C. A., where 
aarp d were assigned to rooms. 
night, while they were ous, govern- 
ment agents entered the room and 
thoroughly searched it. A number of 
papers were taken out, and will be 
translated today. 

Send for the Police. 

A few minutes after the agents had 
finished their work in the rooms, the 
two Germans returned, and, noticing 
that their papers were missing, at once 
called up police station and asked that 


officers be sent there to make an in- 
vestigation.

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NAVY IS PREPARING 
[0 FIGHT GERMANY 


Increased Activity Follows 
Wilson’s Call to Congress. 
Navy’s Problems Those of 
Material.

Washington, March 21.—Naval prepa- 
rations for war were marked by in- 
creased activity today with the ad- 
vancement to April 2 of the date of the 
extra session of congress. No actual 
war steps were taken by either the 
war or navy department, but @¢there 
were many indications that preliminary 
plans have been worked out for rapid 
mobilization of both services if the call 
comes. 

The navy’s task is simple. Its prob- 
lems are those of material rather than 
personnel. At most little more than 
100,000 men would be required for man- 
ning every available ship or scouting 
craft. They could be obtained almost 
overnight by mobilization of the naval 
militia and the various sections of the 
naval reserve, supplemented with vol- 
unteers. Only highly trained officers 
would be lacking. 

The army’s problem is just the re- 
verse. It is men that will be needed, 
and no definite step toward securing a 
great force for training can be taken 
until congress expresses its will. Full 
equipment can be obtained long before 
the men are ready to use it. 

Steps Taken by Navy. 

Steps uctually taken by the navy to- 
day included the advancement of the 
date of opening bids for additional de- 
stroyers and notification to shipbuild- 
ers that their full plant eapacity would 
be utilized in this work.

The bill was strengthened in some 
respects by the senate committee, nota- 
bly by giving sheriffs the right of 
search and prohibiting the manufac- 
ture of apparatus used in distilling 
liquor, 

The senate committee struck from 
the bill the provision making a land- 
lord responsible for stills found upon 
his property, and placed Upon the state 
the burden of proving that an owner 
of a vehicle knows that the vehicle 
contains prohibited liquor before the 
vehicle which may be alleged to con- 
tain such liquor may be confiscated and 
Bold. 

After considerable discussion the 
house committee decided not to strike 
from the house bill the provision for 
a commissioner of prohibition, but to 
strip the ottice of all powers of in- 
vestigation and prosecution, making it 
the duty of the commissioner simply 
to operate as a Keeper of prohibition 
records and as a prohibition informa- 
tion bureau. 

Fight on Conrmissioner. 

The fight upon the commissioner of 
prohibition was based on the same 
grounds in both committees; namely, 
that to authorize such an officer to 
go into a county and conduct prose- 
cutions would be to bring the law into 
contempt and disregard. lt was argued 
that the existence of such an office 
would give the sheriff a possible loop- 
hole fur failing to exercise proper diii- 
gence ana that the undertaking of the 
commissioner lO prosecule Cases in the 
several counties of the strate would 
be a source of resentment Ga the part 
of the officers and citizens of the coun- 
Lies. . 

The house committee reduced the fee 
of the ordinary trom $1 to 650 cents for 
issuing permits to parties entitled un- 
der the bill to order alcohol for medi- 
cal, sacramental, mechanical and scien- 
tific purposes. 

What was regarded by members of 
the committee as one of the most im- 
portant changes made in the bill was 
a new section which would place the 
burden of proof upon a carrier or any 
coneern or individual to show that it 
did not know that a pacKage trans- 
ported by it contained prohibited 
iquors.

of felonies after the first offense in or- 
der that all cases may be tried in city 
courts.

AND HERE'S VARDAMAN. 
IN BELLIGERENT MOOD 


Wants “To Carry War Into 
Africa,”’ But Says U. S. Hasn’t 
Been Perfectly Neutral. 


Jackson, Miss., March 21.—James K. 
Vardaman,. one of the twelve United 


States senators who participated in the 
filibuster against the armed neutrality 
bill during the last session of congress, 
tonight gave to newspaper correspond- 
ents, “for use as desired,, a signed 
statement in which he prornised that if 
congress should declare war on Ger- 
many he would “vote to give the presi- 
dent men and money, to the last soul 
and dwindling farthing necessary to 
uphold my country’s cause.” 

enator Vardaman, in his statement, 
said he did not think there was any 
doubt but that if the United States had 
pursued the policy of perfect neutrality 
that war could have been averted. “I 
do not think that we are now in a 
state of war,” he declared in his state- 
ment, “but I am rather of the opinion 
that the manufactured public sentiment 
will demand that congress declare war 
against Germany. I am gratified that 
the president has seen fit to eall the 
congress together to pass upon this 
question. It is particularly the function 
of congress to deal with such matters.” 

The senator expressed the hope that 
in the event war came the United States 
government would do a man’s part and 
not content itself with merely sailing 
around the ocean clearing away the 
obstacles in the channels of commerce 
in order that the business bDetrteen New 
York and London may move without in- 
terruption.” 

“If war shall be declared,” he stated, 
‘it will then be ‘our’ war and the proper 
thine to do will be ‘to carry the war 
into Africa.’”’ 

WAR DECLARATION 
FAVORED BY DENT. 


Montgomery. Ala... March 21.—Con- 
gressman S. H. Dent, chairman of the 
committee on military affairs, today 
stated that he would welcome a decla- 
ration of war, and he predicted that 
congress will declare war by an over- 
whelming majority and he believes that 
the advent of the United States into 
the war will hasten its end. 


As Blessing in Disguise 
Distillers Are Figuring 
On “Bone Dry” Legislation 


Jersey City, N. J.. March 2?1.—The 
“bone dry” law as possibly a blessing 
in disguise for distillers was discussed 
here today at the annual stockholders’ 
meeting of the Distillers Securities cor- 
poration by the president, Julius Kes- 
sler.

GERMANS RETREAT 
MORE RAPIDLY. 


London, March 21.—The stormy weath- 

er, with severly cold winds and fre- 
quent snow squalls continued during 
the night in the region over which 
the British armies in France are fol- 
lowing the retreating Germans. Reu- 
ter’s representative at the _ British 
headquarters telegraphs that these con- 
ditions have had no bad effect on the 
surface of the ground, which in the 
newly occupied area remains quite 
practicable for movements of horse 
and foot troops and guns. 


tion, the British troops find shelter 
in the villages they occupy. The walls 
of most houses remain standing, so that 
cover for the troops is improvised 
easily. 

Many places taken by the British in 
the last two days contain civilian in- 
habitants, and it is reported that the 
Germans are sending civilians in con- 
siderable numbers back instead of for- 
ward, so that they will fiot have so 
many to feed. 

The correspondent reports that the 
joy of the civilians at their liberation 
from German rule is pathetic. The 
Germans took the last loaf from the 
inhabitants before burning the villages. 

No important engagement or marked 
change in the line is reported today. 
The Germans appear to be falling back 
more rapidly, and offering less resist- 
ance to British pressure between Ham 
and Peronne, but further north their 
retirement being characterized by 
more stubborn opposition. 


GERMANS MAY RETIRE 
TO NORTH OF ARRAS. 


London, March 21.—The pessibility of 
a German withdrawal in the region 
north of Arras, extending into Belgian 
territory, is forecast in a Central News 
dispatch from Amsterdam. 

The dispatch quotes a correspondent 
in northern France as reporting that 
the Germans are developing great ac- 
tivitv from a point north of La Bassee 
canal to a point past the Franco-Bel- 
gian frontier, which, he says, “seems 
to indicate a withdrawal of salient 
lines. In the direction of Lens and 
Douai heavy explosions are continually 
heard. 

“The same patrol activity which pre- 
ceded the retreat on the southern 
front,’’ he adds, “is now observed north 
of Arras.” 


NO FOOD LEFT

This plan probably will be more 
readily agreed to if the five indepen- 
dents vote “present” during the early 
balloting. With their votes uncertain

Here Is Their Story. 


Coutandin and Walter Wanderwell, 
as he calls himself, arrived in Atlanta 
Wednesday on a 175,000-mile tour, 25,- 
000 of which must be made on foot, ac- 
cording to their story. The men have 
already covered 90,000 miles, about 18,- 
000 of this having been made on foot. 
They have been on the road two years 
and ten months. 

These two men are walking, repre- 
senting the Vandervogel Walking club, 
of Posen, Germany, in the efform to 
complete the proposed journey before 
Van Den Enden, of the Alexandria 
Walking club, of Brussels, Belgium, 
who started in an opposite direction 
at the same time, they say. The win- 
ning club is to receive a bet of $14,- 
V00. The rivals met in San Francisco

SERIOUS FOOD RIOTS

scarcity of food. 

A dispatch from Oldenzaal, Holland, 
says “persistent rumors are current 
of great rioting in Berlin.” The dis- 
patch adds: “Frontier regiments are re- 
ported to have left for Berlin to main- 
tain order.”

The department has no present inten- 
tion of taking over merchant craft for 
naval use, Secretary Daniels said to- 
night, amplifying earlier assurances 
given.to American shipowners by Chair- 
man Denman, of the shipping board. 

All American merchant ships, how- 
ever, have been surveyed and classi- 
fied by navy officials for possible use 
in time of war. The guns being placed 
aboard trans-Atlantic craft were des- 
tined originally to arm auxiliary 
cruisers withdrawn from merchant 
fleets for that purpose. Other vessels 
were classified as colliers, supply ships 
or transports, as they were found suit- 
able. In many instances the officers 
of these ships have enrolled as reserve 
naval officers and would accompany 
—_— vessels in the government serv- 
ce. 


Not to Demoralisze Commerce. 


“No definite policy has yet been 
adopted,” Mr. Daniels said. “We will 
not, however, demoralize commerce. 
None of the ships engaged in trade 
will be taken over except in case of 
vital necessity. They would all be 
taken in that case.” 

A board of navy officers already is 
dealing with the merchant marine ques- 
tion, and will co-operate with the ship- 
ping board in whatever is done. It was 
indicated, however, that no plans the 
navy department is now making will 
require the acquisition of any important 
portion of the merchant marine to navy 
uses. Some ships may be diverted un- 
der charter to supply the fighting fleets 
or-scout patrols, if necessary, but be- 
cause of the fact that it is believed the 
major ships of the navy would not be 
actively engaged, it is improbable that 
a great supply Hne will be set up. 

Tomorrow a conference of the 
various aeronautical organizations will 
be held at the war department to dis- 
cuss means of ha'’stening aircraft pro- 
duction and the situation at the Cur- 
tiss plant may be taken up then. The 
president has power to take over the 
establishment if necessary. A joint 
army and navy board reported today 
that in its opinion the development of 
the air services of both military arms 
of the government should be co-ordi- 
nated and consolidated to a large ex- 
tent. 


To Enroll Women for Nurse Work.

Details for the 
enlistment of women as clerks, typists, 
radio operators and for similar posi- 
tions, so that the men occupying ‘such 
places may be relieved of shore duty 
and used to strengthen the sea forces 
already have been completed.

| ON. GERMAN CRISIS 


Washington, March 21.—President 
Wilson today met the constantly in- 
creasing probability of war with Ger- 
many by summoning congress to as- 
semble in extraordinary session Mon- 
day, April ®—two weeks earlier than 
the date he had chosen before the lat- 
est assaults upon American rights on 
the seas. 

The President’s Proclamation, 

The president’s proclamation 
lows: 


“Whereas, public interest re- 
quires that the congress of the 
United States should be convened 
in extra session at 12 o’clock noon 
on the second day of April, 1917, 
to receive a communication by the 
executive on grave questions of 
international policy; 

“Now, therefore, I, Woodrow 
Wilson, president of the United 
States-of America, do hereby pro- 
claim and declare that an extraor- 
dinary occasion requires the con- 
ress of the United States to con- 
Vene in extra session at the capi- 
tol in the city of Washington on the 
second day of April, 1917, at 12 
o’clock noon, of which all persons 
who shall at that time be entitled 
to act as members thereof are 
hereby required to take notice. 

“Given under my hand and the 
seal of the United States of Amer- 
ica, the 21st day of March, in the 
year of our Lord, one thousand 
nine hundred and seventeen, and 
of the independence of the United 
States the 141st.”

Meanwhile every preparation for put- 
ting the nation’s defenses in condition 
to meet a state of war are going for- 
ward.

While it has been generally assumed 
that any aggressive action by the 
United States against Germany and in 
co-operation with the entente allies 
would be purely of a naval character, 
designed to aid in the extermination 
of submarines and raiders preying 
upon commerce, state department offi- 
cials declared today that this country 
might take any and all military meas- 
ures deemed necessary to make ef- 
fective its protest. against Germany 
without — entering into a for- 
mal political allfance. Even the send- 
ing of an expeditionary force to FBu- 
rope, it is held, would not obligate 
this country to all the details of the 
allied program. ° 

Officials say that an army could 
properly be sent to Belgium, for in- 
stance, to help in the restoration of 
that violated territory and to throw 
America’s influence in a real and prac- 
tical way on the side of international 
law and order. 


Armed Neutrality Has Weak Points. 


The armed neutrality status at 
present in force is held by the inter- 
national law experts to present many 
points of weakness. Neither war nor 
peace, it involves the country in con- 
tinual misunderstanding with both 
sides. It is said to leave open the 
door for unlimited litigation with 
Germany after the war. In that 
status, the United States is still tech- 
nically neutral, and might be held re- 
sponsible by Germany for any un- 
neutral acts committed here. With an 
actual recognition of a state of war 
this difficulty would disappear. 

Moreover, diplomatically, the United 
States is in a most extraordinary situ- 
ation: semi-hostile to the central pow- 
ers and yet not aligned with the 
allies. The government is not taken 
into the confidence of nations with 
which it formerly communicated most 
freely. Especially is this so as to the 
Far East, about which the = govern- 
ment’s information is alarmingly 
meager. Hopes that this government 
will be able to take a leading part in 
the ultimate peace conference as a 
neutral have vanished, and the belief 
is growing that only as an active par- 
ticipant will America ‘be heard on the 
great questions guaranteeing the fu- 
ture peace. 


WILSON’S IDEA 
OF AMERICA’S PART . 


Washington, March 21.—President 
Wilson's conception of America’s part 
in the present world situation was out- 
lined in part in his inaugural address, 
in which he said: 

“We may even be drawn on, by cir- 
cumstances, not by our own purpose 
or desire, to more active assertion of 
our rights as we see them, and a more 
immediate association with the great 
struggle itself. 

“But nothing will alter our thought 
or our purpose. They are too clear to 
be obscured. They are too deeply 
rooted in the principles of our national 
life to be altered. We desire neither 
conquest nor advantage. We _ wish 
nothing that can be had only at the 
cost of another people. We have al- 
ways professed unselfish purpose, and 
we covet the opportunity to prove that 
our professions are sincere.” 


GERMANS MAY BEGIN 
WARLIKE OPERATIONS. 


Washington, March 21.—With the 
Knowledge that the United States, when 
congress convenes, is practically certain 
to declare a state of war existing, many 
officials believe that Germany may be- 
gin warlike operations: against the 
United States in a fuller sense. 

Although The Hague conventions of 
1907, to which both the United States 
and Germany are signatories, declare 
that hostilities shall not begin without 
formal notice to belligerents as well as 
neutrals, it is recognized that The

REVENUE RAISING 
LEGISLATION. 


Washington, March 21.—Besides the 
matter of national policy, consideration 
at the extra session include the ship- 
ping board amendments to enable the 
government to take over foreign ships 
building in American yards and addi- 
tional revenue-raising legislation. 

The secretary of the treasury has au- 
thority to issue obligations of the 
United States in the form of bonds or 
short term certificates of indebted- 
ness amounting to $574,000,000. Of this 
total about $100,000,000 was authorized 
by congress to cover expenses of the 
Mexican situation, the Alaskan rail- 
way and the government armor plate 
Plant. About $70,000,000 was to be 
used to build a government. nitrate

oard. Of the rest $150,000,000 is for 
use by the president in connection with 
any emergency requiring expedition of 
naval work. This leave'’s $254,000,000 on 
which there are no restrictions, which 
would be available just as the neces- 
sary obligations were issued. Secre- 
tary McAdoo was said today not to 
have prepared to issue any bonds im- 
mediately, but whenever he ‘so de- 
termines they can. be put on the mar- 
ket in short order.

PANAMA CANAL 
CONSIDERED SAFE. 


Washington, March 1.—Army officers 
feel no uneasiness ag to the security 
of the Panama canal in present crisis, 
despite many published reports that 
the big waterway is exposed to raid- 
ing parties intent upon crippling it. 
[t was said authoritatively at the war 
department today that the canal is re- 
garded as the most secure of the na- 
tion’s outlying possessions. 

So far as military operations go, 
control of the sea would be an ab- 
solute necessity for any power plan- 
ning an attack on the canal. 

German propaganda in Central and 
South America has led to reports that 
a ome parties might attempt to dyna- 
mite the locks or other working sec- 
tions-,of the canal. It was asserted 
that every inch of the locks and power 
plants is under constant patrol and 
no opportunity for such damage exists.

RADICAL CHANGES 
IN “DRY” MEASURE 


house was stormy and Was not able 
to complete its day’s work and ad- 
journ until 1:30 o’clock. 

The trouble in the house arose out of 
a determined effort on the part of Rep- 
resentative R. B. Blackburn, of Fulton, 
to obstruct the progress of the “bone 
dry” bill. Each move, however, met 
with prompt defeat, and the attempt 
was interesting largely only in that it 
showed what is probably the _ total 
strength which the opposition to the 
“bone dry’ measure will be able to 
muster. Two votes, which seemed fair 
tests, showed ten votes for the oppo- 
sition as against 108 votes for the 
“bone dry” contingent, while the other 
vote showed 9 votes, as against 97. 

From the moment Representative 
Jackson, of Chatham, objected to dis- 
pensing with the roll call and the con- 
firmation of the journal, immediately 
after the house convened until adjourn- 
ment, motions which would take up 
time were injected into the proceedings 
of the house.

Blackburn’s Resolution. 


Mr. Blackburn’s resolution was as 
follows: 

‘Resolved by the house of representa- 
tives, the senate concurring, That the gen- 
eral assembly meet in joint session in the 
hall of the house of representatives Thurs- 
day.at 11 a. m. for the purpose of con- 
solidating and canvaagsing the vote for gov- 
ernor and statehouse officers and declaring 
the result thereof.”’ : 

Immediately upon the presentation 
of this’ resolution, Representative 
Shepard, of Sumter, objected that the 
resolution was out of order, inasmuch 
as the call of the governor for the ex-

Speaker Burwell, however, ruled 
that the question was one of consti- 
tutionality which should properly come 
before the houge for settlement, and 
recognized Mr. Blackburn, who spoke 
at length upon his views of why the 
resolution should be adopted. 

As soon as Mr. Blackburn had yield- 
ed the floor, Mr. Neill, of Muscogee,

U. S. Officials Had Secured Pa- 
pers That Incriminated Wun- 
nenberg and Sander. 


New York, March 21.—Two reasons 
were assigned tonight by government 
officials for the unexpected pleas of 
guilty entered by Charles N. Wunnen- 
berg and Albert O. Sander, indicted as 
members of the Central Powers War 
Film exchange, for engaging in a mil-. 
itary enterprise against a power with 
which the United States is at peace in 
carrying on which they sent spies to 
England to obtain information for the 
benefit of Germany. 

One of the causes of their move, it 
was said, was the knowledge that fed- 
eral agents raided their offices yester- 
day and seized papers declared to be 
highly incriminating. When what ap- 
peared to be blank papers were treated 
with a solution of chemical tablets dis- 
solved in vinegar, the authorities found, 
they said, secret writing in German. 
Translations were made and would have 
been used as evidence by the prosecu- 
tion. ° 


The second reason for the step was |: 


believed to be the fact that a letter 
which one of the defendants sent to a 
friend admitting ‘“‘they had him right,” 
came into the possesion of the govern- 
ment. 

While the decision of Wunnenberg 
and Sander not to stand trial has stop- 
ped for the time being a full exposure 
of their plot, it is still possible, it was 
said, that some of their agents who are 
detained in neutral European countries 
may be sent back here for trial. Two 
of these agents are in Holland and a 
third in Denmark. Another is being 
hunted for in Canada, and a fifth is 
aboard a steamship now approaching 
English waters. 

The federal authorities charged that 
Sander and W unnenberg engaged 
George Vaux Bacon, of St. Louis, an 
American newspaper man, to go to Eng- 
land a8 a spy, and that Bacon received 
money from Wunnenberg to pay his ex- 
penses. It was alleged also that the 
conspirators furnished Bacon with 
quantities of invisible ink for use in 
communication between them. 

Bacon, who was arrested in England, 
was permitted to return here to appear 
against Sander and Wunnenberg be- 
fodre the grand jury. 

The penalty is not more than five 
years in the penitentiary.

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met with the statement that the army 
and the national guard were ready 
within the limits imposed upon them 
by congress. Every lesson learned from 
the border mobilization, both of guards- 
men and regulars, has been applied. 
Decentralization -of all administrative 
features is the department’s watch- 
word, in the interest of swift action. 
Departmental commanders’ will have 
wide authority in the event of a call. 

Officers realize that facing war with 
Germany, the present army can be 
viewed only as the nucleus around 
which can be rallied the huge force 
that must be trained. Their great ef- 
fort is to make that nucleus as effi- 
cient for its task as pos'sible. 

Senator Chamberlain, chairman of the 
senate military committee and staunch 
advocate of universal military train- 
ing, called on Secretary Baker today 
to announce that he would reintro- 
duce at the coming session & measure 
to that end. He sought suggestions 
as to the form of universal’ service 
which might meet the secretary's ap- 
proval. 

There are indications that the ques- 
tion may he’ taken up by President 
Wilson in his address at the opening 
of congress. Two plans are now before 
the public, the senate committee scheme 
calling for six months’ training and 
the army general staff plan. for a 
year’s intensive work. Neither Presi- 
dent Wilson nor Secretary Baker has 
yet committed himself. 

It is Known that the general staff 
has prepared detailed plans for mobili- 
zation of an army of whatever char- 
acter congress may authorize. Whether 
it be organized under universal service 
or the voluntary system and whether 
it is to number thousands or millions 
of men, the framework on which the 
force would be built is ready. The 
staff cannot go beyond that point.

Asphyxiating Gas Bombs Are 
Thrown Into Open City 
of Monastir. 


Corfu, Greece, March 21.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—Asphyxiating gas bombs thrown 
into the open city of Monastir by the 
Bulgarians in their violent bombard- 
ment on March 17 killed more than six- 
ty civilians, including twenty-five 
women and thirty-one’ children, ac- 
cording to the Serbian press bureau. 
Nearly twenty others, mostly women 
and children, were killed by shell fire. 
The bureau has received the following 
from Saloniki: 

“According to supplementary reports 
the exact number of the victims of the 
terrible bombardment of the open town 
of Monastir by the Bulgarians on 
March 17 was: Killed, five old men, 
nine women, five children; wounded, 
two old men, two women; killed by 
asphyxiating gas, six old men, twenty- 
five women, thirty-one children; suf- 
fering from effects of gas, sixty-one, 
who are not expected to recover.”

Brunswick, Ga., March 21,.-—Robert 
Crawford, of Pendleton, Oregon, second 
mate, and John Kelly, of Brunswick, 
a negro cook, were the only Americans 
among the twelve men comprising the 
crew of the American bark Brown 
Brothers, according to officials of the 
American Shipping company here. 

Captain H. P. Hanson and First Mate 
Christian Johansen are both Norweg- 
ians and the rest of the crew is 
composed of Norwegians, Finns, Swedes 
and Spaniards. 

Company officials asserted they had 
received no word of the ship since 
she was spoken December 16 by the 
Norwegian steamer Thorwald Halvoid- 
sen in midocean when it was learned 
that the Brown Brothers had picked up 
the shipwrecked crew of an unidenti- 
fied vessel.

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NEW FRENCH MINISTRY 
PLEDGED TO PUSH WAR 


Declaration Urges Harmonious 
Co-operation Between Par- 
liament and Government. 


Paris, March 21.—The new ministry 
of Alexandre Ribot made its declara- 
tion today, pledging itself to carry on 
the war with al! possible energy. The 
declaration opens with the aflrirma- 
tion: 

“We are resolved to wage with 
utmost vigor and to a victorious 
the terrible war into we 
drawn by inexcusable aggression. 
shall wage it with the 
resolve to recover the provinces form- 
erly wrested from us and ol/tain repara- 
tion and guarantees to a dur- 
able peace, founded on respect for the 
rights and liberties peoples.” 

The declaration says the retirement 
of the Germans without doubt a 
Prelude to other battles in which the 
enemy will exhaust his last resources,” 

“France,” the declaration continues, 
“feels that her confidence is acquir- 
ing new impulsion from these results 
of our unshakeable firmness and the 
Bkilful strategic preparation of the 
commanders of our armies.” 

Chief Command of Armies. 

Referring to “the much debated ques- 
tion of chief command of the armies,” 
the declaration the answer is 
reached in the manner, add- 
ing: 

“The cabinet, which is responsible 
for the political direction of the war, 
under the supervision of the chamber, 
has a high hand in all that concerns 
Organization and upkeep, but when it 
has chosen a commander-in-chief who 
Must lead our troops to victory it leaves 
him complete liberty for strategic con- 
ception, preparation and direction of 
operations. The government is happy 
to be able to seize this occasion to 
affairm its alrsolute confidence in the 
commander-in-chief and in the other 
commanders of our armies.” 

The declaration dwells on the neces- 
Bity of harmonious co-operation be- 
tween parliament and the government. 

Concerning official relations with the 
press, it points out the neéessity of 
Suppressing false news and reports cal- 
culated to mislead public opinion. 

“The victory depends upon the energy 
we apply to assembling our resources, 
and upon our concerted effort in util- 
izing them,” the statement says. “Our 
armies, united with those of our allies, 
are superior to those of our enemies.” 


Alliances of France, 


The declaration points out that the 
alliances of France are animated by 
common ideals of liberty and frater- 
nity which the French revolution had 
the immortal honor of proposing to’the 
world and which once they have be- 
come a reality everywhere in Europe, 
will be the best guarantee of that peace 
among the people an ardent wish for 
Which was expressed recently by the 
president of the great American re- 
public, as well as one of the conditions 
of, organization of a society of na- 
tidns. : 

Referring to the Russian revolution 
the cabinet salutes “the work of eman-

Regarding finances, the cabinet em- 
phasizes the necessity of restricting 
foreign payments as far as possible 
without prejudicing the defense of the 
nation, and announces a forthcoming 
decree prohibiting importations which 
are not indispensable. 

The premier announced that it would 
be necessary to impose new taxes and 
to make an added effort for the devel- 
opment of agricultural resources. : 

“The situation is not disquieting,’ 
he said, “provided we impose upon our- 
selves in due time the restriction indi- 
cated by prudent foresight.” 

The chamber burst into applause 
when M. Ribot read that part of the 
declaration referring to the American 
republic. Later the demonstration was 
renewed in honor of Russia. 

After hearing the ministerial decla- 
ration and supplementary explanations 
in answer to a number of interpella- 
tions, the chamber unanimously adopt- 
ed a resolution of confidence in the 
new government. 


Ribot Applauded. 


Premier Ribot, during his speech, was 
frequently greeted with applause, and 
he appeared to win the full support of 
the house. Alluding to the military 
situation, the premier expressed the 
greatest confidence, but added that the 
war was not yet ended. He denounced 
the atrocities which are being commit- 
ted by the Germans in France. France, 
he declared, would put into the line all 
its forces and utilize all the scientific 
skill of its: chiefs. The country was 
ready for the new battles for which 
the Germans were preparing. 

“There is no other party in France,” 
said Mr. Ribot, “but that which is fight- 
ing and dying for France. Of this ad- 
mirable country everything can be de- 
manded.’”. 

Before adjourning the chamber voted 
greetings to the inhabitants of the 
French departments which are still in- 
vaded, “those who have suffered with 
noble patience the yoke of the invader.”

Paris, March 21.—Rapid progress is 
being made by the French in pursuit 
of the retreating Germans, the war of- 
fice announces. Important gains were 


made on both sides of the Laon road, 
ten villages being captured. 

After a severe fight in which heavy 
losses were sustained the French car- 
ried Sevriennois Castle and the village 
of Jussy, about nine miles south of St. 
Quentin. Skirmishes between French 
cavalry and German detachments oc- 
curred on the Ham-St. Quentin road. 

A German surprise attack in the 
Champagne was repulsed. 

The statement follows: 

“On the Ham-St. Quentin road skirm- 
ishes occurred east of Ham between our 
cavalry and detachments of the enemy. 
Our troops late yesterday, in a bril- 
liant action, captured the Sevriennois 
castle and the village of Jussy, not- 
withstanding spirited resistance of the 
garrison, South of Chauny we are oc- 
cupying the general line of the Aillette. 
All positions captured are being or- 
ganized thoroughly. 

“North and northeast of Soissons we 
made important ho align to the right 
and left of the Laon road, capturing 
ten more villafges. 

“On the right bank of the Meuse 
(Verdun front) we penetrated a Ger- 
man trench north of Chambrettes farm, 
after subjecting it to a bombardment, 
and found there a number of German 
dead. Surprise attacks against small 
French posts southeast of Tahure, in 
the Willy wood and in the region of 
Limey were repulsed completely. We 
took prisoners. 

“On the remainder of the front the 
night passed quietly.” 

The official communication issued by 
the war office tonight, reads: 

“North of Ham the situation is with- 
out change. Our light forces remain 
in contact with the enemy between 
Roupy and St. Quentin. 

“East of Ham we forced this morning 
at two places a passage of the canal of 
the Somme, despite lively resistance by 
the Germans. The operation, conducted 
vigorously, enabled us to clear the 
north and west margins of the canal 
and drive back the enemy. as far as 
the outskirts of Clastres and Montes- 
court. Inundations have been caused by 
the enemy in this region. 

_ “Most of the villages before our lines 
in the neighborhood of St. Quentin are 
in flames. 

“We have advanced north of Tergnier 
(which lies southwest of La Fere). In 
the valley of the Ailette there have 
been skirmishess between patrols. The 
enemy, who occupied in force the east 
bank of the Crozat canal and the 
Ailette, has subjected our lines to a 
lively bombardment. 

“In the region north of Sotssons we 
made considerable progress and fought 
several quite  spirite®? engagements. 
Most of the conquered villages are en- 
tirely destroyed. 

“Kast of the Meuse the enemy deliv- 
ered several surprise attacks against 
the Calonne trench, but these failed 
under our fire. The day was relative- 
ly calm on the rest of the front.”

RATES ARE READIUSTED 
BY WAR RISK BUREAU 


Increase to 3 Per Cent on All 
Vessels Passing Through 
War Zone. 


Washington. March 21.—A complete 
readjustment of rates charged by the 
federal war risk insurance bureau for 
insurance of American vessels and car- 
goes, including an increase to three per 
cent of the charge on all ships passing 
through the war zone, was announced 
tonight by bureau officials. The 
changes follow the extension of insur- 
ance to many classes of contraband not 
heretofore insured, and are accepted as 


a recognition of the practical state of 
war with Germany, and of additional 
risks incurred by the arming of Ameri- 
can merchantmen. 

Until now the rates on vessels bound 
for Buropean ports through the war 
zone have varied up to a maximum of 
2 per cent. Early in the war a much 
lower maximum was maintained, the 
first important increase coming after 
the announcement of Germany’s sub- 
marine blockade. The new schedule 
makes the flat 3 per cent rate applica- 
ble to all vessels and cargoes that must 
pass through the submarine zone, 
whether bound for belligerents or neu- 
tral ports. 

In the readjustment of rates between 
Atlantic coast ports are made twice 
those that apply between Pacific coast 
ports. Those between the Atlantic 
coast and the West Indies are twice 
those on Atlantic coastwise traffic, and 
those to South America are greater in 
about the same proportion. 

Details of the new schedule, 
from war zone traffic follow:

Between Atlantic ports and the Pan- 
ama canal, % of 1 per cent; between 
Atlantic ports and United States ports 
on the Gulf of Mexico, % of 1 per cent;

of Africa by way of Panama, 1% per 
cent; by way of Magellan. or Cape of 
Good Hope, 2% per cent. 

Between Australian ports and the 
west coast of South America, % of 1 
per cent. 

Between United States gulf ports and 
Mexican gulf ports, % of 1 per cent; 
between United States gulf ports and 
Central American east coast ports, % 
of 1 per cent. 

Between United States Atlantic ports 
and all other western hemisphere ports 
than those named above, 1% per cent; 
between all American ports and the 
west and south coasts of Africa, 1% 
per cent. 

The new rates, notwithstanding the 
increases, are considerably below the 
rates charged by many private com- 
panies, the latter in some instances go- 
ing as high as 8 per cent.

10 RUSSIAN DUMA 


Resolution Up in Commons 
Today—United States Has | 
Already Partially Recog- 
nized Revolution. 


London, March 21.—A resolution of 
greeting to the Russian duma and the 
people of Russia on the establishment 
of free institutions in that country 
will be introduced in the house of 
commons tomorrow by the govern- 
ment. The resolution, which Andrew 
Bonar Law, chancellor of the ex- 
chequer, said will have as its object 
the giving of encouragement to the 
provisional government in Russia, fol- 
lows: 
“Resolved, That this house sends the 
duma fraternal greetings and the Rus- 
sian people its heartfelt congratula- 
tions upon the establishment among 
them of free institutions, in full con- 
fidence that they will lead not only 
to the rapid and happy progress of the 
Russian nation, but to the prosecution 
with renewed steadfastness and vigor 
of the war against the stronghold of 
autocratic militarism which threatens 
the liberty of Europe.” 

PARTIAL RECOGNITION 

BY THE UNITED STATES. 
Washington, March 21.—Recognition 
of the provisional council of ministers 
as the de facto government of Russia 
has been accorded by the United States 
through conversation carried on by 
Ambassador Francis at Petrograd. This 
was stated at the state department 
today, with explanation that full recog- 
nition of the newxgovernment would 
be delayed pending demonstration of 
stability. 

Today’s press reports saying the 
former emperor and empress had been 
deprived of their liberty and the 
former ordered back from his retire- 
ment to Petrograd caused uneasiness, 
as possibly indicating control by an 


extremist, radical group. Officials here 
think the great danger in the Russian 
situation lies in the possibility of at- 
tempts to destroy the moderates now 
in power, either by the former ruling 
arty or by the extreme socialist revo- 
utionary party. The arrest of the

For this reason the immediate full 
recognition of the new government, 
which was desired because of its an- 
nounced republican principles, will be 
postponed until affairs have had time 
to settle.

The first complete official account 
of the Russian revolution reached the 
department today in a delayed dis- 
patch from Ambassador Francis, dated 
March 17%.

The splendid proclama- 
tion of your provisional government, 
declaring for free speech and press and 
the right of workers to organize and if 
neaessary to strike for their rights, 
guarantees to Russia’s workers oppor- 
tunity for freedom and progress, and 
assures the new Russia her future 
greater glory.”

Hartford, Conn., March 21.—Governor

Richmond, Va., March 21.—Former 
President Taft declared in an address 
to four thousand persons here tonight 
that ‘there are worse things than war 
/and One of those is ,the dishonorable 
yielding to invasion of your rights be- 
‘cause you are afraid to fight for them.” 

Mr. Taft was speaking in the inter- 
ests of the League to Enforce Peace. 
, die continued: 
| “The first duty of the United States, 
| when war is inevitable, is to prepare. 
| We have proceeded on the theory in 
| the past that the Lord looks 
| Children, drunken men and the United 
; *tates. But it is time to awaken to 
the realization that we are forced into 
| War with the most military nation in 
| the world. Even now we say that with 
the British navy and the armies of 
the allies we are not in danger. We 
Ought not to lay that flattering unc- 
tion to our souls.” 

Germany Forcing United States. 

Mr. Taft recited the instances by 
which Germany has forced the United 
States to the verge of war and de- 
Clared that “President Wilson is em- 
powered with authority to arm the 
merchant marine and that its gunners 
have the right given them as American 
citizens to use their weapons against 
the skulking submarine.” 

Mr. Taft said that the break with 
Germany and the imminence of war 
furnished the strongest arguments for 
the League to Enforce Peace. 

“Preparedness is one of the watch- 
words of the hour,” he said. 

“The duty to support the president 
in his foreigm policy is plain. The 
league has declared a thousand times 
that it is not a stop-the-war ‘move- 
ment, and has pledged its support in 
the defense of civilization and the 
rights of our citizens. 

“The reasons we have protested 
against Germany’s ruthless submarine 
warfare and broken off relations with 
her is because her conduct is subver- 
Sive of any peace that is worth having. 


Must Have Righteous Peace. 


“As we are forced into the war, our 
sole Purpose must be to secure the 
right Kind of peace after the war, for 
ourselves and for the whole word—a 
'permanent and righteous peace. 

“This fact is fundamental to the 
whole situation, and ought to be kept 
constantly before the minds of all our 
people—we are contending for a right- 
eous and permanent peace and “(for 
nothing else whatsoever. The presi- 
dent has this strongly in mind. If, 
i through the growth of hatred and the 
cry for Vengeance, the world should 
lose sight of its real purpose and come 
to the end of the war not Knowing 
what it most wants and needs, and so 
should fail to roll the burden of mili- 
tarism off its shoulders and to estab- 
lish lasting peace, it would be a’ trag- 
edy in the history of the world. -

LABOR LEADERS STAND 
FOR RIGHT 10 STRIKE 


Gompers and Morrison Protest 
Declaration in Adamson 
Law Decision. 


Washington, March 31.—President 
Gompers and Secretary Morrison, of the 
American Federation of Labor, present- 
ed to Attorney General Gregory today 
& protest against the declaration of the 
supreme court, in the Adamson law de- 


cision, that the right of railroad em- 
loyees to strike is limited by the pub- 
ic interest. 

he labor leaders declared the court 
had gone out of its way to inject this 
“reactionary” assertion into its opinion. 
Later the following statement was giv- 
en out with the approval of Mr. Gom- 
pers at federation headquarters: 

“The president and secretary of the 
American Federation of Labor, Samuel 
Gompers and Frank Morrison, today 
presented to Attorney General Greg- 
ory in his office a protest in the name 
of the workers of this country against 
the opinion rendered by the United 
States supreme court in going out of 
its way upon matters not before the 
court and dragging in compulsory ar- 
bitration. 

“The supreme court, by interpolating 
into the law an argument before it for 
consideration, a foreign matter, namely, 
denial to workers of the right to quit 
work in furtherance of their just and 
necessary rights, pointed out the way 
to those who wish to tie workers to 
their work in order to protect the sup- 
posed convenience of the public.

The London Telegraph So De- 
scribes Entrance of U. S. 
Into European War. 


London, March 21.— President Wil- 
son's proclamation convening congress 
in special session and long dispatches 
from Washington and New York deal- 
ing wit hthe outlook and describing the 
warlike preparations of the United 
States, fill conspicuous places in the 
news columns of the morning news- 
papers today. The Daily Telegraph, 
however, alone comments on the situa- 
tion. 

“The first week of April,’ says this 
newspaper, “will see the recognition 
by the United States that a state of war 
with Germany exists. It is a spectacle 
that may well engage the attention of 
Europe, for it is the turning point in 
the world’s history as wel! as of the 
history for the United States. .. . 
Those in Germany who made up their 
minds that nothing was to hbe feared 
from American intervention are likely 
to be rudely deceived in a short time.” 

Keferring to Germany’s scheme to 
embroil the United States with Mexico 
and Japan, The Daily Telegraph thinks 
it likely that this will bring the people 
of the United States into war with 
hardly less unanimity than was shown 
by allied Europe.

EMERGENCY PEACE MEN 
DENOUNCED BY REDFIELD 


Secretary Says They Are Pro- 
moting an Attack on 
American Citizens. 


Washington, March 21.—-Secretary 
Redfield today wired the Emergency 
Peace Federation in New York that its 
doctrines were directly promoting an 
attack on American citizen's and prop- 
erty. 

“To accept your policy,” he said, 
“would, in my judgment, mean more 
ruthless slaughter. You are those who 
are doing more than any one else to 
bring about war.” 

The secretary’s message was in re- 
ply to one from the federation asking 
him to approve settlement of the re- 
lations between Germany and the 
United States through a commission. 


New York, March 21.—Spéakers at a 
three-day session of the Mmergency 
Peace Federation which opened here to- 
day declared there was “ample time to 
feel the pulse of the country” on the 
question of war in the interval inter- 
vening before the extra session of con- 
gress begins on April 2.

HOLLAND LIKELY TO BAR 
ARMED AMERICAN SHIPS 


London, March 21.—A dispatch to 
Reuter’s Telegram company from Am-} 
sterdam says: 

“Tt is understood that the Dutch gov- 
ernment has intimated that it is not 
prepared to allow armed American 
merchantmen in Dutch harbors. Ac- 
cording to the view in well-informed 
circles the Dutch reply to representa- 
tions arising out of the British steam- 
er Princess Melita case will be unsat- 
isfactory from the entente standpoint.”

TO HELP COUNTRY 


What will the women of Georgia do in the 
event of war, and if they are called for 
national service? is the question being asked 
the women of this state by the National 
League for Woman's Service. 

Mrs. William Lawson Peel is the tempo~ 
rary chairman in Georgia, and she will in- 
troduce Mrs. Van Rensselaer of the OF- 
ganizing board of the national body at the 
mass meeting of Atlanta women to hold at 
the Capital City club Saturday afternoon. 

Discussing the movement, Mrs. Peel ex- 
plained yesterday: 

“Ambassador Gerard on arriving in this 
country said ‘The whole world is on fire. 
Only here do I find apathy.’ 

“The time seems to have arrived when, 
without hysteria or undue excitement, every 
American should declare his or her alle- 
giance to our noble president, and his or her 
intention to help in every way possible. 

The Part of Women. 

“It is wonderful to think of the part which 
women are already preparing to play in the 
event of war. It is said that last Sunday in 
New York 100,000 people signed the blanks 
which were given out from various pulpits 
with appeals from the ministers, Cardinal 
Foley leading with the large Catholic pop- 
ulation, 

“Yesterday Secretary Daniels ordered all 
recruiting officers to prepare to enlist women 
in actual naval service in case of emergency. 
By filling shore positions, largely clerical, 
with women, men could be released for fleet 
service and sea duty. ; s 

The National Civic Federation of New 
England is mobilizing a volunteer clerical 
corps of 1,000 women. The first company of 
100 has already beeh organized in Boston. 
divided into squads of ten, consisting of 
five active and five reserve members, each 
of whom is pledged to compulsory service 
two hours a fortnight. There is a squad 
for every night in the week and two for 
Sundays, mornifg and afternoon. Demand 
for this service has been made upon the 
committee and the squads are already per- 
forming duty. 

The Social Change. 

Everywhere the thea’ dansant is giving 
place to the lecture, and ballrooms used for 
demonstrations of first aid to the injured, 
instead of the popular dancing. 

“The committees of the National League 
are composed of the most prominent women 
in the country, who have no possible ax 
to grind, but who are inspired solely by pa- 
triotism. One of their principal objects is 
to secure a census of all the women in the 
United States. It took England two years 
after war was declared to avail herself of 
the splendid support of the women, now so 
conspicuous, because they didn’t know where 
the women were, nor what they could do. To 
this end the league has sent out blanks to 
be signed, and this is to be undertaken by 
states having local chairmen, also in each 
town. 

‘In Georgia the league has received en- 
thusiastic assurances of support from such 
state officers as Mrs. Nellie Peters Black, 
president State Federation; Mrs. Herbert M. 
Franklin, president U. D.C.; Mrs. H. H. Mc- 
Call, regent D. A. R.; Miss Nina Hornady, 
president Daughters of 1812; Mrs. W. L. Wil- 
son, president Colonial Dames; Mrs. Emily 
McDougald, Equal Suffrage, and others who 
have indorsed the movement informally. Mrs 
Wilson filled in the first blank sent out.

During the past year there has been a 
good deal said and written about establish- 
ing such a bureau, and [ believe an effort 
is being made along this line from at least 
two, and possibly three, sources, 

The purpose of their efforts is entirely 
laudable, but I would suggest to these gen- 
tlemen the old adage—"'Too many cooks spoil 
the broth.” 

I do not believe it would profit either the 
farmer or the market bureau to have two 
or more bureaus in competition with each 
other. One well organized and efficiently 
conducted bureau is all we need, and as the 
commissjoner of agriculture is a servant of 
the people, and particularly of the farmer, 
they naturally look to him for the perform- 
ance of every duty to relieve their pressing 
needs, one of which is to find a market for 
their surplus crops at a price that will af- 
ford them a living profit, which is undoubt- 
edly their due. 

I would respectfully suggest, therefore, to 
these other interests, that they give Commig- 
sioner Brown their hearty support in forming 
his market bureau, and turn over for his use 
such data as they may have accumulated and 
let us all work to the forming of one splen- 
didly organized and efficiently operated mar- 
ket bureau.

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DIZZINESS. 

Vertigo is the medical Latin for dizziness 
—the doctors simply must have a trade name 
for things. 

In following the trail of head noises the 
other day we incidentally tabulated some of 
the causes of vertigo, and it occurred to us 
that now would be a good time to answer 
the thousand or so of letters which read like 
this: “Please tell me why I am dizzy, and 
Suggest treatment.” 

Two perfectly familiar causes of dizziness 
are fainting ‘or cerebral anemia) and sun- 
Stroke (cerebral congestion). 

Inspissated cerumen, alias hardened wax, 
in the ear canal or pressing upon the ear 
drum is a fairly common cause of otherwise 
unexplainable dizziness. This demands an 
examination with headlight and ear specu- 
lum. 

Tobacco excess sometimes produces at- 
tacks of vertigo, and alcoholic excess scarce- 
ly needs mention. 

Dizziness attributable to stomach trouble 
is a doubtful occurrence. In a series of no 
less than 828 cases of stomach trouble treat- 
ed by Dr. Stockton, of Buffalo, only 55 com- 
plained of vertigo, and in only 10 of these 
did the dizziness appear to arise from dys- 
pepsia. 

Organic or functional disturbance of the 
labyrinth or internal ear is the direct cause 
of vertigo in the great majority of cases. 
Seasickness is supposed to be due to dis- 
turbance of lymph circulation in the semi- 
circular canal of the internal ear. Vertigo 
is a common symptom of disease or tumor 
of the cerebellum. 

Heart and lung disease, arteriosclerosis, 
and high blood pressure may cause attacks 
of vertigo. 

Exophthalmic 


goitre, locomotor ataxia, 


}and chronic middle ear disease are common 


causes: also. 

There is such a thing as physiologicai 
dizziness. For instance, any normal indi- 
vidual may feel momentarily dizzy when 
looking down from a great height or up toa 
great height, or when spinning around rap- 
idly, as in waltzing without’ reversing. Some 
normal individuals have vertigo if they ride 
backward on a train, or if they watch mov- 
ing objects such as a snowstorm. waterfall, 
water flowing under a bridge or clouds float- 
ing overhead. 

In nervous individuals this physiological 
dizziness may be exaggerated and unduly 
dwelt on until it becomes an obsession. It 
reminds one of the “floating specks’ or 
“spots before the eyes,’’ which we all have if 
we look sharp enough for them. In fact, a 
keen student of human credulity could get 
up a list of symptoms, all strictly physiologi- 
cal, and persuade about half the human race 
that something was wrong. ‘ 

The treatment of vertigo, we gather from 
the data in hand, consists of the correction of 
the habits, hygiene and health of the patient, 
and the symptom seems to warrant a careful 
examination by the family doctor in every 
case. 
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QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 
Why Have Typhoid Fevert 


[f am soon to travel widely through a 
very insanitary ‘district. I was told that it 
would be wise to have the serum treatment 
to prevent typhoid fever. But some friends 
advise me that this treatment is very dan- 
gerous, and likely to cause paralysis. Will 
you please give me your candid opinion? 
Whatever you say, I'll do, because I have 
always found your advice sound. (E. W. B.) 

ANSWER—Your friends: are probably 
antis. It isn’t a serum; it is a bacterin— 
the killed bacteria in measured doses. Nature 
cures typhoid fever, does she not? Many 
people have it and recover, 
ture’s help. How does she do it? By clabo- 
rating in the blood of the patient a substance 
which is antidotal to the typhoid bacillus. 
The typhoid prophylactic is injected as an 
ordinary hypodermic injection, causes no 
more discomfort than an ordinary hypoder- 
mic, and three doses are given over an in- 
terval of two or three weeks. It has been 
given to millions of soldiers in Europe, to 
all our own regular and militia troops, and 
only with .good effects. Typhoid fever will 
never get you if you take the vaccine prophy- 
lactic. 

Condensed Milk Baby. 


I feed my baby condensed milk. She 
weighs 17 pounds at four months. But she 
is constipated, and is restless in her sleep. 
Should I keep it up, or will you tell me some- 
thing else to feed her? A lady told me that 
if 1 rub witch hazel on her gums every night 
she will not be sick when she cuts her teeth. 
Do you recommend this? (Mrs. J. C. W.) 

ANSW ER—By all means begin at once to 
give the baby a square deal—fresh milk, 
diluted at first half and half with oatmeal 
water. The fat will give the bowels their 
needed stimulation; fat is laxative. Also feed 
her a few times a week some beef, mutton 
or chicken broth. Also some orange juice 
or other fruit juice between milk feedings, 
once a day. The average baby cuts all his 
teeth without any illness; teething doesn’t 
make a baby sick.

Statement About Conference 
At Hampton Roads Seems 
Simple and Reasonable 


(From The Tifton Gazette.) 

Editor Clark Howell, of The Atlanta Con- 
stitution, gives what appears to be such a 
comprehensive explanation of what Presi- 
dent Lincoln said at the Hampton Roads con- 
ference about paying the south for her slaves 
that it should settle the controversy. 

Editor Howell's statement was in response 
to a request from Mrs. W. H. Felton that he 
publish what Hon, Alexander H. Stephens, 
formerly vice president of the Southern Con- 
federacy, and the leader of the south’s dele- 
gation to the meeting at Hampton Roads, 
said of the conference during a visit to Hon. 
Evan P. Howell, father of the present editor 
of ‘The Constitution. 

Editor Howell very modestly tells of the 
time when Mr. Stephens was the guest of his 
father in their Atlanta home, and relates 
the celebrated anecdote of the shuck and nub- 
bin’, thus attesting its authenticity. Of the 
offer to pay for the slaves, he says: 

“I recall that without saying specifically 
that Mr. Lincoln had made a direct proposi- 
tion to pay for the slaves as a condition of 
peace, Mr. Stephens made it clear that Mr. 
Lincoln was ready to discuss the matter from 
that standpoint and that he was agreeable to 
such a settlement, but the instructions*to the 
confederate commissioners were such that 
they were unable to negotiate on anything 
that was not based upon absolute independ- 
ence, and Mr. Lincoln himself was unwill- 
ing to negotiate upon anything resting upon 
that condition, insisting that the preservation 
of the union must be the first consideration 
—and so the conference ended without re- 
sults.” 

Here, beyond question, must be the truth 
of the matter, because it is at the same time 
both simple and reasonable. Mr. Lincoln did 
not offer to pay the south $400,000,000 or any 
other sum for her slaves, but he was willing 
to discuss the question of payment, and 
favored such settlement. Mr. Lincoln did not 
say in so many words, “Let me but write 
union at the top of that sheet and you may 
write what you please beneath it,” but the 
preservation of the union was made first 
consideration, and the representatives of the 
southern states could not negotiate on any- 
thing that was not based on their absolute

independence. 

Thus, upon the rock of states’ rights the 
Hampton Roads conference split, and the 
question as to whether an offer to pay for 
the slaves was made in so many words is 
immaterial. The condition under which peace 
could be had at that time was not possible 
so long as the south had an army in the field. 

We are indebted to Editor Howell for a 
valuable contribution to public information 
on this subject.

Mavor Candler will tender a luncheon 
to the distinguished guest and his par- 
ty at the Druid Hills club at 2 o’clock

JURY TO DECIDE FATE 
OF J. W. FOSTER TODAY 


Dodgen Goes on the Stand to 
Admit He Was Present at 
Scene of Dynamiting. 


With the defense about to close its 
case, and the state announcing that a 
few additional witnesses would be put 
on the stand in rebuttal, the trial of 
J. W. Foster, charged with suborna- 


tion of jerjury in the recent car strike | 


dynamiting trials, was postponed yes- 
terday afternoon shortly 
o’clock until 9 o’clock this morning. It 
is expected that the trial will -be 
brought to a close by this afternoon, 
and a verdict rendered by the jury. 

Considerable surprise was oouees 
Wednesday morning when L. E. Dod- 
gen, in whose behalf the defendant is 
accused of the act of subornation 3 
perjury, when Dodgen went on — 
several weeks ago, went upon tne 
stand and admitted that he was = 
the scene of the dynamiting with which 
he was charged, and not at the union 
hall, where Foster and others testi- 
fied they had seen him. 

The Foster trial is being held before 
Judge Ben Hill in the criminal divi- 
sion superior court. Besides the charge 
of subornation of perjury, he is also 
facing the direct charge of perjury. 
Considerable interest is attached to 
the case, as it is expected to establish 
a precedent which will govern Cases 
aguinst William Pollard, leader in the 
recent carmen’s walkout attempt, and 
other striking carmen and_ electric 
workers who have been indicted with 
Foster for subornation of perjury. 

It is charged by Solicitor General 
John A. Boykin, who is prosecuting the 
cases, that the strikers involved urder- 
took to manufacture evidence in the 
hope of acquitting the men who were 
put on «rial for alleged dynamiting of 
trolley cars during the strike attempt. 

The courtroom was stirred Wednes- 
day when Attorney James ey, 
counsel for the defense, provoked the 
ire of Judge Ben Hill. In effort to 
sustain an utterance of a. witness in 
the court record, Mr. Key remarked: 

“Il know your honor wants to ‘be 
fair.’

Baroness Rosenkrantz 
Loses Suit She Filed 
Against Brick Company 


A decision was handed down yester- 
day by Judge George lL. Bell, of the 
civil division superior court, sustain- 
ing the demurrer of the defendants in 
the case of the Baroness Rebie Rosen- 


\krantz vs. Chattahoochee Brick company 


and others. The case was dismissed at 
the plaintiff’s cost. 

The suit of Baroness Rosenkrantz has 
attracted unusual attention on account 
of the novelty of the issues and the 
prominence of the parties involved. 

The Baroness Rosenkrantz alleged the 
execution of a contract, under the terms 
of which she was entitled to be elected 
vice president of the Chattahoochee 
Brick company, immediately upon the 
death of her former husband, who oc- 
cupied that position with the defendant 
company. 

She alleged that under the contract 
involved in the suit she was entitled 
to a salary of $250 a month as vice 
president during not only the past op- 
eration of the contract, but also during 
the remainder of her life. 

The Chattahoochee Brick company 
and its various stockholders, who were 
co-defendants, set up the defense that 
the contract complained of was exe- 
cuted at a time when the plaintiff was 
a member of the family of the various 
defendants, who owned a controlling in- 
terest in the company, and that as long 
as that relation existed the contract 
was performed, but that when the fam- 
ily connection was severed, the binding 
effect of the contract terminated with 
the purpose of its execution. 

The demurrer filed by the defendants 
alleged that the contract was void, be- 
cause in conflict with public policy, 
and briefs were filed in Fulton supe- 
rior court by counsel on both sides. 

Messrs. King & Spalding represented 
the plaintiff, while the interests of the 
Chattahoochee Brick company and of 
defendants in the case 
represented by Brewster, Howell 
Heyman, and by Mark Bolding.

45 BRITISH VESSELS 
DESTROYED IN A WEEK 


Report on U-Boat Campaign 
for Week Ending March 
18--Many Small Boats. 


London, March 21.—Sixteen British 
ships, each of a tonnage of more than 
1,600, and eight of a tonnage under 
1,600 were sunk during the week end- 
ing March 18, according to a British 
official statement tonight. Twenty- 
one fishing vessels also were sunk. 

The communication also gives the 
number of vessels arriving and sailing 
from United Kingdom ports during this 
period. It says: ¢ 

“For the week ending March 18, 
merchant vessels of all nationalities of 
over 100 tons, exclusive of fishing and 
local craft, United Kingdom ports, ar- 
rivals 2,528, sailings 2,554. 

“British merchantmen sunk by mine 
or submarine of 1,600 tons gross or over 
16, under 1,600 tons 8. : 

“British merchantmen unsuccessfully 
attacked, including one during week 
ending March 11, 19. 

“British fishing vessels sunk, includ- 
ing 17 sailers, 21.” 

Two British mine sweepers have been 
sunk by mines, according to an admi- 
ralty announcement tonight. In one 
fourteen men are missing, and are pre- 
sumed to have been drowned, but in 
the other there were no casualties. 


THREE SLAIN IN FIGHT 
WITH DRUG ADDICT 


Vancouver, B. C., March 21.—Three 
persons are dead today as the result 
of a shotgun and revolver fight last 
night between the police and a man 
they sought to arrest. The dead: Chief 
of Police Malcolm B. MacLennan, George 
Rolph, nine years old, and Robert Tait, 
negro. 

Tait, said to have been a drug addict, 
openéd fire from a window on Chief 
MacLennan and a police squad as they 
approached a lodging house whose pro- 
prietor had telephoned that Tait had 
assaulted him. Tait’s first shot killed 
the Rolph boy. The police squad rushed 
the house but was driven off. Chief 
Maclennan having fallen just inside 
the door. 

Two hours later when the police ef- 
fected entrance, MacLennan was found 
dead, his head shattered by bullets. 
The negro also was dead, whether from 
the attackers’ bullets or from a self- 
inflicted wound could not be ascer- 
tained. Two policemen suffered 
wounds about the head. Tait was armed 
with a shotgun and automatic pistol. 
Tait’s wife was found in the house un- 
injured and taken into custody. She 
is held on a charge of murder. 


FOURTH MAN IS SOUGHT 
IN GERMAN CONSPIRACY 


Staunton, Va., March 21.—A fourth 
man is sought by the authorities in the 
alleged plot to damage the Crimora 
Manganese mine near here, it was an- 
nounced today. He was said to have 
been a middle-aged German, and the 
authorities assert he visited the plant 
before the arrival of the three men 
arrested yesterday. The missing man 
was said to have aroused suspicion by 
asking questions concerning the opera- 
tions of the mine from which the gov- 
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ernment gets much manganese for use 
in making armor plate.
